In his budget message to Congress 
Feb 3, President Ford foresaw a $51 9 
billion deficit 
Lynn said Ford's decision to release 
highway funds to stimulate employment 
added about $1 billion to the deficit and 
Congress' bill rejecting Ford' plan to 
increase the cost of food stamps added 
the rest 
Sen Hubert H Humphrey. DMinn., 
who chaired the hearing, said even in the 
revised figure "the deficit is grossly 
understated 
and 
I 
regret 
to 
say 
purposely " 
He said it was based on overly hopeful 
assum ptions, 
c h ie fly 
that 
unemployment would average 8 1 per 
cent He said economists nearly unani­ 
mously agree it will average closer to 9 
percent 
Every 
1 
per 
cent 
increase 
in 
unemployment adds about $16 billion to 
the deficit —$2 billion in unemployment 
compensation and $14 billion in the loss 
of tax revenue. 
"I know that six months from now, 
someone in the administration is going 


to say that the reason the deficit is so 
large is that Congress went bananas on 
spending," Humphrey said 
House Democrats decided Tuesday to 
push through Congress months ahead of 
normal all appropriations for programs 
or projects with 
big employment- 
creating potential. 
Appropriations that might normally 
not 
get 
through 
the congressional 
labyrinth for months —possibly not until 
December —would be passed next 
month so the hiring could begin sooner 
If the Forest Service plans to build a 
road somewhere in fiscal 
1976, it 
normally would have to wait until the 
Interior Department appropriation is 
passed But under the Democrats’ plan 
for a "fast impact jobs appropriation" 
the road money would be separated out 
and passed swiftly. 
Meanwhile, the administration has 
opened a campaign to caution the 
Democrats against trying to spend the 
country out of the recession 
And Arthur Bums says that as long as 
he's chairman of the Federal Reserve he 
will not let the money supply grow as 
fast as some Democrats advocate — at 
an annual rate of 8 to 10 per cent. 
That would be inflationary, Bums told 
the Senate Banking Committee Tuesday, 
and inflation, not recession, remains the 
long-term “ menace."

County won7! press plan 
for State funding court

The Board of Supervisors has decided 
to put discretion ahead of governmental 
valor and not test the opinion of state 
legislative analyst A. Alan Post who 
said that funds will not be forthcoming 
from the state to finance the cost of a 
municipal court in Lompoc 
The supervisors acted Monday to ask 
State 
Sen 
Omer 
Rains 
and 
Assemblyman Gary K. Hart to remove 
financing stipulations from legislation 
they are sponsoring for the municipal 
court. 
Today, 
Fourth Supervisorial 
District Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
said the supervisors asked the two 
freshmen legislators to abandon a 
request for state funding and also 
remove the urgency clause. 
With the urgency clause and the 
stipulation on funding out of the 
legislation, the county will have to pick 
up the tab for the court and it would not 
come into being before Jan 1.1976 
It was not immediately clear why it 
was necessary to remove the urgency 
clause With the clause in, the court 
could have been operational within 30 
days of enactment of the legislation 
State legislation is required when a 
municipal court is being created, to set 


the amount of salaries — in this case, 
$38,000 for the municipal judge and other 
sums for four clerks and a marshall. 
Beattie said the county estimates the 
municipal court will cost $99,600 to run 
the first year in comparison to ¿8,615 
for the present Justice Court Beattie 
and his fellow supervisors had hoped to 
recoup the difference of about $41,000 
from the state under old Senate Bill 90. 
However, Beattie said Post had called 
the supervisors last week to explain the 
state wouldn't pick up the tab for the 
conversion to a municipal court unless 
the county were at the maximum tax 
rate. Beattie said the county tax rate is 
presently about a dollar below the 
maximum. 
The municipal court facility is being 
designed 
by 
county 
technicians, 
according to Beattie. He said the state 
mandates a municipal court for any 
justice 
court 
jurisdiction 
with 
a 
minimum of 40,000 persons. Lompoc 
Valley has had a population exceeding 
that figure for several years. 
The facility will be constructed in the 
lawn area west and north of the present 
justice court. Beattie said the justice 
court facility will be retained as a 
juvenile court There will also be other 
adjustments in the county building that 
fronts on D Street and Cypress Avenue 


a breakfast with Southern newspaper 
executives in the morning and planned 
to play golf in the afternoon 
Ford opened the news conference with 
a statement warning foreigners against

"I hope Congress passes the tax cut 
before June," Ford said “ I submitted 
my economic plan on Jan 15. The House 
of Representatives has not yet acted. 
Hearings start in the Senate Finance 
Committee next week ” 
Ford said the Democrats who control 
Congress 
are 
producing 
various 
economic plans. 
“ I wish there were a single plan 
proposed by the majority party of 
Congress ... then we can sit down and 
negotiate." 
Asked about his request for $220 
million emergency aid to Cambodia to 
save the anti-Commumst regime from 
collapse said the Cambodian situation is 
"very critical " 
"The Cambodians will run out of 
ammunition (in their fight against the 
Communistsl in a very short tim e," he 
said 
" I think that would be unfortunate," 
Ford said “ If they are able to maintain 
national integrity until the end of the dry 
season 
there 
is 
a 
possibility 
of 
negotiations 
to 
end 
the 
war 
in 
Cambodia." 
Ford said the United States at the 
time of the Indochina peace accord 
signed in Paris made a commitment to 
help South Vietnam as well as Cambodia 
repel aggression. 
He said the commitment to South 
Vietnam is on a three-year basis and " I 
am told that they will lie able to get over 
the crisis." 
Asked about foreign criticism of U.S. 
involvement in helping Cambodia, Ford 
said: “ I don’t think we can conduct 
American foreign policy on a basis of 
what other nations think is in our best 
interests." 
He said he makes decisions based “ on 
we think is good for America." 
When asked about his problems with 
Congress, Ford said the big difficulty is 
"a failure of Congress to act quickly 
enough on reducing taxes I ’m really 
perplexed. We recommended a very 
simple method of returning $16.5 billion 
(to taxpayers through tax rebates) ... I 
don’t understand why the delay. 
"In the case of energy it is more 
understandable even though I don’t like 
it." 
Ford said his energy program is more 
complicated than his economic program 
and thus he expected faster action by 
Congress on the economy. 
"That’s why I have put pressure on 
(Congress) with the import levy," he 
said. “ Until recently they thought the 
problem would go away; now they are 
beginning to realize it is serious." 
Of congressional progress on his 
economic plan, Ford said, “ We hoped 
Congress could act by mid-March ... I 
hope Congress will realize the need for 
action." 
Asked how he felt about pardons for 
convicted Watergate figures John N. 
Mitchell, H.R. Haldeman, John D. 
Ehrlichman and Robert Mardian, Ford 
said, “ It would be inappropriate for me 
now to make any comment." 
State reportedly could stop pipeline

County Supervisor Robert E Kallman 
said Tuesday he has been informed by 
an Interior Department spokesman that 
the State of California can stop oil 
facility pipelines from crossing state 
waters through exercise of the Outer 
Continental Lands Act of 1953 


Kallman added that the same official 
claimed that the Deep Water Port Act 
cited as a possible deterrent to the 
onshore plant proposed by Exxon Corp. 
"does not apply" in the Exxon case.

However, the information gleaned by 
Kallman following a phone call to the 
Interior Department to clarify the 
matter, seems to have raised another 
issue if the Deep Water Port Act does 
not apply to Exxon. 
Kallman quoted Frank Kelly, senior 
staff man to the Assistant Secretary of 
Land and Water Resources, Department 
of the Interior, as making the comments 
regarding an onshore plant linked to 
offshore drilling in Federal waters, as 
applied to the Exxon plan. 
Kallman, who had aroused the ire of 


environmentalists by voting for the 
Exxon plant rezoning — which was 
passed 3-2 by the board Feb. 10 — said 
the conversation with Kelly produced 
these points: 
—The state (Gov. Brown presumably 
through a veto > can stop pipelines from 
crossing state waters through the 
exercise of the Outer Continental Lands 
Act of 1953, but not by the Deep Water 
Port Act which does not apply. 
—Gov. Brown has authority over the 
three-mile limit only leading out to 
Federal waters. Anything within the 
three-mile limit can be vetoed by the 
governor. 
—The State cannot stop the drilling by 
an offshore facility and cannot stop the 
offshore separating plant from being 
built. 
—The Federal government has a right 
to make use of the high seas. 
—The Deep Water Port Act gives 
authority to the Federal government 
only, and it deals with the trans­ 
shipment of oil and gas.

Cambodian aid appeal 
old story — Mansfield

Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield said 
today he is “ sick and tired" of seeing 
Cambodians 
“ slaughtered" 
with 
American weapons and hopes Congress 
will not bow to pressure from President 
Ford for more military aid to that 
nation. 
Mansfield 
told 
reporters 
that 
Tuesday’s warnings from Ford and 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
that Cambodia would fall within weeks 
without the additional $222 million in aid 
was "an old story, repeated many 
times.” 
“ I am sick and tired of seeing pictures 
of Cambodian and Vietnamese men, 
women and children being slaughtered 
by 
American guns and 
American 
ammunition,” Mansfield said. 
"The more aid we give, the more 
killings there will be," Mansfield said. 
Ford, meanwhile, said at a Hollywood, 
Fla., news conference today that the 
Cambodian situation is “ very critical." 
Battle reports from the Southeast 
Asian nation have also painted bad 
pictures. Communist-supported 
rebel 
forces surround the capital, Phnom 
Penh, and food supplies are being 
airlifted in by the United States. 
“ I think that would be unfortunate. If 
they are able to maintain national 
integrity until the end of the dry season 
there is a possibility of negotiations to 
end the war in Cambodia," Ford said. 
But Mansfield countered that the 
administration 
request 
was 
for 
"indefinite participation — indirect as it 
may be —in the affairs of countries to 
which we have no commitment." 
He said the South Vietnamese and the 
Cambodians would have to resolve their

own problems and added that the fall of 
Phnom Penh could hasten that decision. 
Ford pleaded for the Cambodian aid in 
a letter to House Speaker Carl Albert 
Tuesday. 


Congress appears unmoved. Most 
opinions have opposed this aid and $300 
million which the President requested 
for South Vietnam. Ford’s letter to 
Albert, read Tuesday on the House floor 
and the strong statements in Kissinger’s 
Tuesday news conference drew little 
reaction. 


School trustees 
fail to meet for 
lack of quorum 


Yesterday ’s school board meeting was 
adjourned for lack of a quorum and 
today school officials rescheduled the 
meeting for tomorrow, 3:30 p.m. in the 
Central Administration Building, 1301 
North A St. 
Of the five trustees, only board vice 
chairman Archie Nogle and trustee John 
Beattie were on hand. Gail Steiger 
reportedly 
was 
incapacitated 
with 
chicken pox, board chairman Karl 
Braun reportedly was in Santa Barbara 
on business; and the whereabouts of 
trustee Richard K. Jacoby was unclear. 


An estimated 50 persons wqj| in the 
audience. Nogle opened the meeting at 
3:30 p.m., and reluctantly adjourned it 
about 15 minutes later. 


Supterintendent Glen Wegner, told an 
aide that he could remember 
only one 
other adjournment for lack of a quorum 
in his nearly 17 years at the helm of 
Lompoc schools. 
When the adjournment came the 
desks of trustees were piled high with 
documents a foot deep. The unusual 
press of material consisted of the 
massive three-volume school board 
policy document that was fresh off the 
presses, an inch-and-a-half thick Stull 
Act implementation report, and finally 
the more modest Affirmative Action 
Report.

Proposals for a new. $500,000 city hall 
and other new projects will go back to 
the drawing board after a City Council 
decision last night to commit the city 
only to already planned projects in the 
first 
year 
funding 
plan 
of 
the 
Community Development (C Li Block 
Grant Program. 
The council opted for the time-buying 
strategy to give itself, its committees 
and the public another 12 months to 
arrange diverse city needs and a realm 
of proposed projects into a final 
shopping list for grant and other funding 
over the next five years Under the CD 
grant rules, the city must submit an 
updated development plan every year 
Included in this year's $90,000 grant 
funding package is a $15,000 program to 
provide prepaid interest loans for 
rehabilitating 
substandard and 
low 
income housing and $75.000 for the 
downtown revitalization project The 
downtown funds could be spent to 
underground utility lines, plan future 
downtown 
work 
and-or 
set up a 
redevelopment district in the nine 
formerly declining blocks of the city’s 
historic core area 
The council also decided last night to 
ask for $100,000 of $261,000 discretionary 
(extra) grant money up for grabs this 
year among the county government and 
those of 
its cities 
(except Santa 
Barbara). The highest priority projects 
will get the money, consultants said, and 
the city’s candidate projects will be 
another $15,000 in housing rehabilitation 
— a high priority item, according to 
consultants — and $85,000 in water and 
sewer system improvements — a low 
priority item under grant guidelines. 
Along with the $702,000 in CD funds 
allotted to the city over the next three 
years (about half of the total $1.8 
million, six-year grant program), the 
city will probably also spend $273,900 in 
revenue sharing and $176,900 in other 
city funds. 
The galaxy of city projects proposed 
by citizens and the city staff over a 
series of hearings and the complexities 
of grant and other funding, said Mayor 
E C. Stevens, presented the council with 
a “ very very big jigsaw puzzle and not a 
whole lot of information on how that 
puzzle will fit together." 
A $176,000 entry of city funds for site 
selection for a new city hall facility was 
knocked off the first year funding plan 
after grant expert Ed Haworth advised 
the council not to list funding for 
projects they are not committed to "so 
that you are not obligating yourself at 
this point." 
A city hall project — for which a 
downtown site could be paid for with CD 
funds — will be one of the options the 
council will consider over the next year 
before an updated CD city development 
plan will have to be submitted. The city 
hall itself could not be legally paid for 
with CD grant money and would have to 
be funded entirely by the city with its 
own and revenue sharing cash. 
The proposal for a half million dollar 
city hall surfaced only last Tuesday in a 
consultants’ recommendation to the 
council on the three-year development 
plan. Unlike the case with grant 
spending proposals, no hearings had 
been held on the idea of spending city 
and revenue sharing money on the 
project. 
According 
to 
consultant 
Haworth, 
the 
city 
would 
have 
committed itself to the city hall plan — 
one week after it was proposed — if the 
council had listed the $176,000 city fund 
outlay for it on the first three-year 
development plan. 


“ I’m very much in favor, if it’s 
possible, to create a new city hall," 
Stevens said, but adding. “ I don’t want 
to go into that direction without a lot 
more information." 


Spending CD funds on downtown 
revitalization, Stevens said, will allow 
the city to “ embargo" revenue sharing 
funds 
already earmarked 
for 
the 
downtown project and use them for 
projects where CD funds could not be 
used, such as a new city hall. 
“ I wouldn’t want any of this money 
frittered 
away 
with 
any 
more 
consultations," warned Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton. She added that it 
might be a good *dea to rejuvenate the 
city public buildings committee to help 
wort on spending priorities. 


Other projects to be considered for 
grant and other funding in the long range 
city plan include a $20,000 industrial 
development reserve fund to spur more 
local economic development and a 
$194,000 remodeling of the city’s existing 
fire station — which was supported by 
Ms. Benton. 


The $85,000 in water system work is an 
addition to last Tuesday’s consultants’ 
priority list and will be considered under 
the city ’s second and third year allotted 
CD amount if it is denied discretionary 
funding this year. 


“ I feel we should channel as much of 
the money as possible into utilities 
where it can help the most people," 
Councilman Emil Scolari expressed. 
Stevens and Councilman Art Scott 
agreed. 


The council’s job now, and for the 
months to come, will be to painstakingly 
piece the project funding puzzle into the 
brightest possible picture. 


Lefkowitz points at water 
needs, council responsiveness 
Engineer-manager for

Elinor Lefkowitz seeks 
to 
work on a solution to Lompoc's 
looming water problem and 
also promises to add candor 
and 
governm ent 
responsiveness 
to the City 
Council if elected Tuesday, 
March 4 
The 
widow of late City 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz, who 
died last August, the candidate 
said that though she worked 
closely with her husband at 
council 
work, 
she 
never 
thought seriously about running 
for the post herself until the 
day of his funeral 
Four or five people came up 
to me that day and asked if I 
would serve on the council if 
the council would appoint me,” 
she said. ” And I thought for a 
minute or two and I said yes 
because I felt then as now, that 
I was as experienced as anyone 
else who might aspire to the 
job — and. there's a little bit of 
a feeling that I'd like to finish 
the job.” 
The single term to be decided 
Tuesday runs until 1978 Mrs. 
Lefkowitz added that she would 
rather not have the job than be 
elected by a sympathy vote. 
“ I don’t want it out of 
sympathy. It wouldn't be right 
to vote for somebody, to put 
somebody 
m office out of 
sympathy,” 
she 
said 
She 
stressed that she is running on 
her own platform. 
Though 
never 
closed 
to 
hospitality, 
the 
aquamarine 
and turquoise living room of 
the Lefkowitz house at 1720 
Sheffield Drive is now as much 
a campaign headquarters, with 
pads and notes and bound 
volumes of city material in 
frequent stacks. A fire crackles 
in the living room fireplace 
under a branding iron heirloom 
from 
the can d id ate's 
grandfather’s 
ranch 
in 
Modesto, her birthplace and 
youthful home. 
Mrs 
Lefkowitz 
has 
one 
daughter, Linette, 20, a student 
at 
Brooks Institute 
of 
Photography. The candidate, 
who 
lists 
a 
Business 
Administration 
degree 
and 
accounting and management 
experience, labels her current 
profession 
as 
land 
management-self 
employed. 
This means, she says, that she 
rents homes in other cities, she 
and her husband bought and 
never sold. 
The Lefkowitzes moved to 
Lompoc from Ventura in 1962. 
she said, and her close work 
with her husband through his 
over nine years of public 
service here, proved to be a 
course in city government, she 
said 
At 
study 
programs 
for 
councilmen and their ladies, 
she recalled, ‘‘Of course, they 
always had a program for the 
ladies — luncheon with peas 
covering a slice of chicken and 
a fashion show or something — 
so I ’d go to the study sessions 
and learned a lot. ” 
Mrs. Lefkowitz has remained 
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active 
enough 
in 
the 
last 
months to balk at the idea of 
listing herself as a housewife 
on her candidate's statement 
for the election. 
‘‘I felt that maybe I wasn’t a 
housewife anymore — not that 
I've been strictly a housewife 
ever, I guess.” 
Her list of club memberships 
is exhausting, including the 
Girls Club Board of directors, 
Meals on Wheels, Community 
Womens Club, Mission Fiesta 
Committee and others. She 
served for the city on both the 
civic 
buildings 
and 
Civic 
Auditorium 
Redecoration 
committees. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz had never 
sought or won other public 
office. 
Supplemental 
water 
for 
Lompoc is a common theme in 
her conversations about city 
problems: 
“ I think we better start 
trying to find some water on 
our own locally without having 
to wait for imported water,” 
she said. 
“ The Salsipuedes 
Dam looks as though it might 
take 32 months of study.” 
(Note: 
a 
recent 
proposal 
before 
the county was to 
embark on a 32-month study of 
county 
water 
needs 
and 
resources, including a dam 
along Salsipuedes creek to 
provide the area water.) 
“ I feel very strong,” the 
candidate said, “ that water is 
essential to our way of life. I ’ve 
been to Goleta, where you don’t 
get water unless you ask for it 
at a restaurant. . . I think we 
really have to seek every 
possible way of finding water; 
which way is going to be the 
least expensive way, I don’t 
know.” 
What should be the city’s 
next step toward a source of 
supplemental water? 
“ I don’t know, I feel so sure 
and strongly about this, I ’d like 
to go out and dig a well,” she 
said. “ Some cities have tried 
this percolation well business 
to 
reclaim 
some of their 
underground water sources. I 
know that Sol brought this up in 
1970 and it came to nothing. 
And now we’re five years down 
the line and needing water five 
years more than we did then. 
Maybe we ought to look into 
it.” 
The candidate described this 
process as drilling through the 
hard layer of shale she says 
separates the Valley from its 
underground water basin and

fashioning rock-filled dry wells 
that fill with rain water and 
percolate this water back into 
the water table. 
Mrs. 
Lefkowitz says 
she 
thinks the image of the council 
has declined in the eyes of 
some citizens, perhaps because 
of the recent voile* of utility 
rate increases. She thinks she 
may help reverse this trend. 
“ I think that some people are 
giving voice to the thought that 
with all the talk about having 
responsive 
government that 
the 
government 
is 
not 
responding. I hope to find a way 
to respond, to be available I 
would like to have some office 
hours and publicize it so the 
people would know that at least 
I would be at the telephone...” 
she said. 
Lack 
of 
quick, 
positive 
response, 
the 
candidate 
believes, marred the council’s 
relations with Hickory Avenue 
residents 
who 
recently 
protested the city’s planting 
unwanted street trees near 
their yards. 
“ While they (the council» 
were sitting there just doing 
nothing and coming up with 
nothing and apparently totally 
disoriented, 
anybody 
could 
think of at least three solutions 
to the problem so that they’d 
never have to fuss with it 
again,” Mrs. Lefkowitz said. 
Would she have handled the 
city’s current utility problems 
any 
differently 
from 
the 
present council? 
“ Well, I think that our hands 
were tied on electricity for 
obvious reasons. I don’t think 
there’s much we can do about 
the water. The sewer plant — 
that’s done; I don’t see any 
other 
way 
there,” 
she 
answered. 
“ Really, I think that our city 
should have made some small 
(utility rate» increases several 
years ago and I think it would 
have been much easier to 
take. ” Mrs. Lefkowitz said this 
was not done probably because 
elected officials at that time 
didn’t want to risk adverse 
public reaction. 
The candidate refers to a new 
city hall project as one of her 
dreams, along with a new fire 
station. 
She 
remembers 
congratulating the fire chief in 
the early 1960s on how well the 
termites were holding up the 
over 90-year-old structure. 
“ And 1 guess they’re still 
holding it up,” she surmises. 
Of a new City Hall, she said,

structure.” 
The candidate suggested that 
Community 
Development 
Block Grant funds be put to 
work to refit the city’s water 
system in order to build up 
peak city water capacity for 
fire fighting. This, she said, 
may lower local fire insurance 
rates. 


Asked if city government is 
subject to undue influence from 
outside, she said, “ Yes, we’re 
being influenced by the EPA 
(environmental 
protection 
agency), but it’s unavoidable.” 
The tongue-in-cheek reference 
was

environmental 
agency’s many requirements 
on local government, such as 
sewer system regulations. 


“ I think if we don’t grow a

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - 
ProCommunist rebels pressed 
closer to Phnom Penh today 
with a series of attacks that 
overran 
a 
key government 
position on the Mekong River 
and captured the former royal 
capital of Oudong only 18 miles 
away. 
Artillery and mortar shells 
hit the refugee-packed city and 
airport again today on the eve 
of an American airlift of food 
and Chinese merchants closed 
their shops for fear food riots 
would spread to Phnom Penh. 
Thursday is the fifth anniver­ 
sary of the Lon Nol government 
whose ouster of Prince Noro­ 
dom Sihanouk touched off five 
years of bloody warfare that 
turned the once prosperous 
kingdom 
into

devastation. 
U.S. officials in Washington 


predicted the country will fall 
to the Communists within a 
few 
w e e k s ” 
without 
additional military aid of 8222 
million. 
Military 
sources said the 
Mekong River post of Peam 
Reang Loeu fell into Commu­ 
nist hands in a battle in which 
the 
Communists 
drove 
off 
government planes and a fleet 
of government river gunboats, 
sinking 
one. 
Fate

defenders was unknown 
It was the second time this 
year 
the Communists have 
captured 
Peam 
Reang,

miles 
southeast 
of 
Phnom 
Penh, and it means the rebels 
effectively control all of the 
Mekong river. Its fall also

The sources also said govern­ 
ment plans to sweep Commu­ 
nist mines in the Mekong River 
may be abandoned.

National Association of County 
Officials, Jackson also sharply 
criticized any effort to raise 
the federal tax on gasoline and 
said he thought a majority in 
Congress shared his views on 
the subject. Some Democrats 
have indicated such a tax would

that Nixon felt like a martyr 
last August. 
He also said Nixon told him 
recently . “ I still don’t know the 
full story of Watergate and the 
coverup.” Korff said each of 
Nixon’s 
aides 
told 
him 
a 
different 
story, 
all 
“ self- 
serving.” 
“The tragedy of Richard 
Nixon is that he is straight 
laced,” said Korff. “ If he had 
been one of the Irish Mafia this 
would not have come to pass. 
He was toppled from within 
more than without from the 
time he came into office.” 
Korff said he is negotiating 
with a television network to 
pay 8250,000 into the Nixon 
" J u s t i c e 
F u n d ’ ’ 
he 
is 
organizing 
for 
a 
half-hour 
interview with Nixon on his 
post-presidential 
life. 
He 
declined to identify the net­ 
work. 
Korff, who has seen Nixon on 
several occasions since the 
resignation, quoted the former 
president as saying, “ Of course 
I was wrong.” 
In the waning days of his 
presidency, said Korff, Nixon 
decided that a Senate trial 
“ would disrupt the nation, give 
comfort to the enemy, state 
secrets could be jeopardized

for a decade, and there would 
be a coliseum atmosphere. ” He 
quoted Nixon as saying during

Korff. who has visited the 
Nixon home several times, said 
during a recent visit, Mrs. 
Nixon came into the living 
room with black soot smudges 
on her face and a kerchief on 
her head. She had been fixing 
an electric heater.

Diplomatic sources in Cairo 
said today Egypt had come up 
with a temporary peace for­ 
mula aimed at a new agree­ 
ment with Israel.

Daley, the 72-year-old mayor 
who has run Chicago for 20 
years, won a last hurrah and 
virtual assurance of four more 
years 
in 
City 
Hall 
with 
awesome clout Tuesday. 


He beat off three challengers 
—the first Democrats to test 
him in his two decades of 
power —to win a mayoral 
primary that is tantamount to 
election. 


The 
D a l e y 
c l o u t 
—Chicagoese for power —was 
such that his closest rival went 
down by practically two to one. 
The alderman who won the 
R e p u b l i c a n 
n omi n a ti on 
declared himself all but out 
because a Daley man had just 
kicked him out of City Council. 


Fighting age, scandals and 
the aftereffects of a slight 
stroke suffered last May, this 
figured to be Daley’s final run 
to stay as the man called the 
last of the big city bosses and 
recognized as a prime power 
broker in national Democratic 
politics. 


He wanted to win it big, and 
he did. He had hoped for more 
than 55 per cent of the total 
Democratic vote. He got well 
over 60 per cent. 


He whipped William Singer, 
34, a reformist alderman, by 
432,224 votes to 217,764 with 
2,923 of 3,146 precincts counted. 
It was a sweet win. It was 
Singer who helped lead a band 
of rebels which shoved the 
Daley Chicago delegation out of 
the 1972 Democratic National 
Convention.

But another amendment is 
pending which could dilute the 
effect of any repeal by allowing 
smaller producers to continue 
to receive the controversial tax 
break. 
The bill is expected to be 
cleared quickly for House floor 
action by the House Rules 
Committee, 
which 
decides 
what bills may be debated and 
how they may be amended It is 
tentatively 
set 
for 
House 
debate Thursday, after which it 
goes to the Senate 
The tax cut bill contains 88.1 
billion in 1974 tax rebates of up 
to 8200, another 88 1 billion in 
1975 tax cuts and 85 1 billion in 
business tax cuts and invest­ 
ment incentives. 
Repeal of the oil depletion 
allowance, a tax break worth 
82.6 billion or more a year to 
the oil industry, was raised by 
Reps. William Green, D-Pa., 
Sam Gibbons, D-Fla., and other 
liberals on the House Ways and 
Means Committee who feel the 
popular tax cut bill is their best 
chance for a repeal vehicle this 
year. 
They could not convince their 
own committee to go along, and 
a majority of the Ways and 
Means panel voted to ask the 
Rules Committee not to allow 
the depletion issue to be offered 
as an amendment to the tax 
bill. 
Green and Gibbons carried 
their fight to the caucus of all 
House Democrats, which has 
the power to instruct Rules 
Committee 
Democrats. 
The 
caucus voted 153 to 98 to order 
the rules panel to allow the 


Green amendment. 
However, the caucus also 
i n s t r u c t e d 
the 
R u l e s 
Committee to allow a vote on 
an amendment by Rep. Charles 
Wilson, D-Tex, which would 
allow small producers —those 
producing 
less 
than 
3,000 
barrels per day —to continue 
receiving 
the 
depletion 
allowance. 
Green said this would simply 
continue an unneeded loophole 
Even 
small 
producers 
are 
selling oil for 810 a barrel or 
more today when they used to 
make a profit at 83 a barrel, 
Green said 
The depletion allowance, a 
half-century-old tax break, per­ 
mits oil and gas companies to 
deduct 22 per cent of their 
income from oil and gas wells 
even before other deductions 
are taken. It can be used to 
wipe out for tax purposes up to 
50 per cent of a company’s 
taxable income.

NEW YORK (U PI) - Bill Russell’s 
famous cackling laughter was much in 
evidence after his Seattle SuperSonics 
edged the New York Knicks 102-101 
Tuesday night but the man who led the 
Boston Celtics to 11 NBA championships 
in 13 years was hard-pressed to keep his 
humor 
when 
cross-examined 
by 
newsmen seeking to understand why he 
recently refused induction into the 
Basketball Hall of Fame. 
Some newsmen and players have 
speculated that his decision was based 
on an idiosyncratic distaste for personal 
awards, others have suggested he was 
upset because of the racial imbalance of 
the Hall, located in Springfield, Mass 
“ I never said I turned them down 
because of a racial issue,” Russell said 
“ But I never said it wasn’t. I just don’t 
want to say anything about it. I would 


like to forget it. I have forgotten it and 
the only time I ever think about it is 
when someone asks me. I might change 
my mind in a year or three but I can’t 
see anything that would prompt me to. 
“ There is a reason I can articulate but 
I don’t want to. But I never make snap 
decisions. I don’t have to.” 
After 
persistent 
questioning, 
the 
atmosphere grew a bit tense. Trying to 
cool things off, one newsman asked if 
Russell, 
a 
former 
television color 
analyst for the NBA s games of the 
week, 
might 
someday 
consider 
accepting placement in the Sportscaster 
Hall of Fame 
“ That is quite inconceivable,’’ he said, 
once more breaking out into that 
infectious cackle. 
His scratchy beard flecked now with 
gray hairs, Russell said he's “ in love 


with life,” and is enjoying himself deve­ 
loping the SuperSonics.

than 
when 
I 
coached 
Boston,” he said. “ It was almost a 
disaster here when I took over. But 
we re making progress. We’ve got a 
good chance to make the playoffs.”

Breve historia de la Bandera Mexicana — La primera bandera 
fue el estandarte de la Virgen de Guadalupe tomado de la capilla 
de Atotonilco por las huestes insurgentes que encabezaba el padre 
de la patria don Migúelo Hidalgo y Costilla 
El dia 19 de agosto de 1812, en Zitacuaro, Michoacan, surgió la 
Bandera del Generalísimo Morelos Dicha bandera era blanca, 
con un marco a cuadros blancos y morados en la orilla un aguila 
imperial al centro, circundada por una leyenda que rezaba 
UNGUIBUS EQUE VIC TRIX OCULIS ET ”

He gives a n example A man and wife 
in Boston with two children are earning 
respectively 16,000 and $4,200 per year. 
If the man is unemployed for one month, 
he loses $500 in gross earnings but less 
than $100 in net income. 
“ How does this occur? A reduction of 
$500 in annual earnings reduces his 
federal income tax by $83, his Social 
Security payroll tax by $26, and his 
Massachusetts income tax by $25. The

Unemployment compensation consists 
of 50 per cent of his wage plus 
dependents' allowances of $6 per week 
for each child. Total unemployment 
compensation is therefore $302. This 
payment is not part of taxable income.
